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BOOK  REVIEW 


"With  an  'H'  on  My  Dog  Tag" 
By  Rabbi  Morris  N.  Kertzer 

Many  books  have  been  written  during 
the  past  few  years  by  members  of  the 
armed  forces.  The  exploits  of  the  PT 
hoats,  the  flat  tops,  the  air  corps  pilots 
and  even  the  ordinary,  infantry  “Joes’ 
have  been  glamorized.  It  remained  for 
a  Jewish  chaplain  to  recount  the  exper¬ 
iences  and  incidents  which  undoubtedly 
will  prove  to  have  a  deeper  and  far 
more  lasting  effect  on  our  present  day 
existence. 

It  doesn’t  take  very  long  to  read  With 
an  H  on  My  Dog  Tag.  You  will  find, 
once  you  open  the  book  and  board  the 
C-54  transport  plane  with  Rabbi  Kert¬ 
zer,  that  you  will  not  be  able  to  call  a 
halt  until  you  have  completed  the  Chap¬ 
lain’s  tour  of  duty. 

In  his  travels  through  North  Africa, 
France  and  Italy,  Rabbi  Kertzer  had  nu¬ 
merous  opportunities  to  learn  at  first¬ 
hand  what  lay  behind  the  plight  of  Eur¬ 
opean  Jewry.  Lack  of  competent  leader¬ 
ship  prior  to  the  war,  more  than  any¬ 
thing  else,  lost  for  the  Jewish  commu¬ 
nities  in  Europe  the  respect  of  their 
neighbors.  This  paucity  of  leadership 
and  theological  seminaries  will  allow 
“European  Jewry  to  follow  Hitler’s 
blueprint  for  its  physical  and  spiritual 
dissolution”  because  “worse  than  the 
brand  on  his  arm,  the  Nazi  deprived  the 
Jew  of  his  will  to  live  as  a  Jew.”  The 
author’s  suggestion  of  giving  serious 
thought  to  a  “cultural  mission,”  to  send¬ 
ing  young  rabbis  to  Europe  to  replace 
the  incompetent  religious  leaders  who 
are  left  and,  more  important,  to  replace 
those  prominent  rabbis  who  were  “lib¬ 
erated,”  bears  consideration.  This  seri¬ 
ous  situation  is  brought  even  more 
sharply  into  focus  in  the  light  of  the 
circumstances  surrounding  the  apostasy 
of  the  former  chief  rabbi  of  Rome, 
Israel  Zolli,  with  whom  Rabbi  Kertzer

This  coming  Friday  evening,  May 
2nd,  at  8:30  p.m.,  the  Fifth  Annual 
Sabbath  Eve  Service  of  Liturgical  Music 
by  Contemporary  Composers  is  being 
presented  by  Cantor  David  J.  Putterman 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  on 
Adult  Education  of  the  Park  Avenue

under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Max  Helf- 
man.  Mr.  Isidor  Geller  will  be  at  the 
organ. 

This  program,  which  includes  the  first 
presentation  from  manuscripts  of  more 
than  a  dozen  pieces,  is  “dedicated  to  the 
enhancement  of  Jewish  worship ;  to  a 
wider  diffusion  and  utilization  of  the 
resources  of  Jewish  Music;  and  to  the 
encouragement  of  those  who  give  of 
their  lives  and  genius  to  its  enrichment.”

Rabbi  Steinberg 

A  book  for  every  literate  Jew  to  read, 
to  own,  to  cherish,  has  just  been  pub¬ 
lished  by  Schocken  Books,  Inc.  It  is 
Martin  Buber’s  Tales  of  the  Hasidim,  a 
work  which  in  its  German  original  has 
long  and  justifiably  been  regarded  as  a 
Jewish  classic,  and  which  is  now  at  last 
made  available  tq  the  English-reading 
world. 

Tales  of  the  Hasidim  is  an  account  of 
the  early  founders,  of  Hasidism,  that 
great  eighteenth  century  upsurge  of  im¬ 
aginative,  emotion-charged  piety,  which 
was  the  last  authentic,  indigenous  ex¬ 
pression  of  the  soul  of  the  Ghetto. 

The  would-be  chronicler  and  inter¬ 
preter  of  that  movement  must  be  a  man 
of  many  and  varied  gifts. 

Martin  Buber,  Professor  at  the  He¬ 
brew  University  in  Jerusalem,  possesses 
them.  He  is  a  scholar  who  approaches 
Hasidism  with  the  painstaking  scientific 
procedures  of  the  professional  historian. 
At  the  same  time  he  is  a  mystic,  a  lover 
of  Israel  and  its  heritage.  As  a  result 
he  writes  of  Hasidism  con  amore ,  and 
as  one  who  knows  from  within  himself 
what  the  Hasidic  rabbis  were  trying  to 
say  and  what  their  followers  heard  and 


experienced.  Believer  as  he  is,  he  is 
moreover  a  sophisticated  believer,  so 
that  if  he  exhibits  identification  with 
Hasidism .  he  displays  detachment  from 
it  also.  Ardor  and  objectivity  are  sim¬ 
ultaneously  present  in  his  approach.  And 
lie  has  the  sensitivity  and  articulateness 
of  a  poet. 

The  bulk  of  the  book  is  concerned 
with  the  adventures,  lives,  works  and 
utterances  of  the  major  Hasidic  leaders 
from  the  Baal  Sheni,  the  founder, 
through  the  third  generation  of  his  dis¬ 
ciples.  Of  these  tales  some  are  naive 
and  some  subtle,  some  mere  anecdotes 
and  others  philosophical  observations, 
some  earthy  and  others  ethereal.  They 
are  tales  to  be  read  casually  and  to  he 
studied,  to  be  smiled  over  and  to  be 
wept  with,  to  be  diverted  by  and  to 
thrill  to. 

Consonant  with  its  fine  traditions  as 
publishers  in  Europe  and  Palestine, 
Schocken  Books,  Inc.  has  printed  this 
volume  handsomely.  It  is  compact  and 
readily  legible. 

In  only  one  respect  does  it  fall  short 
of  the  ideal.  Its  translation,  while  read¬ 
able,  is  neither  inspired  nor  altogether 
idiomatic.  This  book,  being  poetry  as 
well  as  history,  should  have  been  as¬ 
signed  for  translation  to  a  Ludwig  Lew- 
isohn  or  his  like. 

This  reservation  aside,  Buber’s  Tales 
of  the  Hasidim  is  an  altogether  admir¬ 
able  volume,  a  treasurehouse,  not  alone 
for  Jews,  but  for  all  devoted  to  the 
human  spirit  and  the  sublimity  in 
thought  and  aspiration  of  which  it  is 
capable.  — Milton  Steinberg

Adult  Lecture  Series 
Ends  On  A  High  Note 

With  a  lecture  by  Rabbi  Steinberg  on 
March  31st  on  the  “Dawn  of  a  New 
Day”  and  the  “Growth  of  Liberalism” 
at  the  time  of  the  French  Revolution, 
and  one  by  Rabbi  Kertzer  on  April  7th 
on  “Life  in  the  Ghettos  of  the  German 
Jewish  Community,”  this  year’s  major 
lecture  series  on  “Currents  in  Jewish 
History  from  the  Eleventh  to  the  Nine¬ 
teenth  Century”  was  brought  to  a  close. 

Previous  to  these  two  lectures,  Pro¬ 
fessor  Grayzell  had  given  three  lectures 
covering  the  earlier  part  of  the  medieval 
period,  touching  on  the  status  of  the 
Jew  in  the  medieval  world,  the  effect 
of  the  Crusades  and  the  Expulsion  on 
Jewish  cultural  life.  Rabbi  Kertzer  had 
also  delivered  a  lecture  on  the  rise  of  the 
Marrannos  and  the  Jewish  expulsion 
from  Spain. 

The  Committee  on  Adult  Education 
desires  to  receive  suggestions  from  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Congregation  as  to  subject 
matter  of  future  courses.  Communica¬ 
tions  on  the  subject  should  be  directed 
to  Mrs.  Rose  Blondheim,  Secretary  of 
the  Committee,  c/o  the  Synagogue  office. 


French  Children  Get  Aid 

The  Synagogue  has  received  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Goldschmidt,  Director  of  OSE 
in  Versailles,  France  informing  us  that 
the  Sefer  Torah  which  the  Synagogue 
sent  through  the  American  Jewish  Con¬ 
gress  is  being  used  regularly  by  the 
children  of  the  school.  Mr.  Goldschmidt 
wrote  glowingly  of  the  keen  sense  of  ap¬ 
preciation  felt  by  the  children. 

Describing  their  living  conditions,  he 
mentioned  that  although  food  was  on 
short  rations  it  was  adequate  and  the 
young  children  were  properly  clothed. 
However,  the  older  children  need  clothes 
badly.

The  Junior  League  has  climaxed  its 
fund-raising  season  with  a  donation  to 
the  Jewish  Agency  for  Palestine  of  $500.

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School  Highlights

No  ordinary  group  of  people  this 
High  School  I  class  taught  by  Miss 
Zipporah  Borowsky.  They  have  been 
given  the  distinctive  honor  of  meeting 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  room.  One 
flight  up,  turn  to  your  left  and  in  the 
inner  sanctum  we  find  .  .  .sixteen 
earnest,  alert  and  articulate  adolescents 
sedately  seated  in  luxurious  armchairs 
that  encircle  a  long,  dignified  glass- 
topped  table.  In  this  auspicious  atmo¬ 
sphere  they  concern  themselves  with 
the  cultural  life  of  Jewry  today,  with 
Palestine ;  its  facts  and  its  current  events, 
with  the  Jewish  calendar  and  with  de¬ 
veloping  an  understanding  and  appreci¬ 
ation  for  things  Jewish. 

The  walls  of  this  room  are  covered 
with  the  “stern”  faces  of  many  of  Park 
Avenue’s  past  leaders  and  at  one  end, 
over  the  doorway,  is  the  sacred  canopy 
used  for  smaller  wedding  ceremonies. 
This  group  “oneness”  was  well  exhibited 
at  the  recent  Model  Seder  when  High 
School  I  was  awarded  the  first  prize 
for  its  table  decoration  and  the  theme 
depicted.  Under  the  able  leadership  of 
Milton  Kramer  the  group  was  divided 
into  assignment  units,  so  that  everyone 
either  had  something  to  bring,  make,  or 
put  together.  And  under  the  admiring 
watch  of  other  classes  a  barbed  wire 
concentration  camp  was  constructed,  en¬ 
circling  helpless  figures  of  refugees,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  an  armed  toy  army.  A 
bridge  guarded  by  more  soldiers  crossed 
the  gap  between  Cyprus  and  a  large 
bolted  gate  (whose  lock  was  made  in 
England )  and  behind  which  sprang  to 
view  a  realistic  Palestinian  colony,  com¬ 
plete  with  earth,  animals,  houses,  a 
flag  pole,  a  lake,  a  water  tower  etc.  and 
near  it  a  sign  saying  If  You,  Will  It  It 
Is  No  Dream  (Herzl). 

Milton’s  committee  consisted  of  Stan¬ 
ley  Gold,  Stephen  Weiss,  Stephen  Selig, 
Ellen  Godwin,  Francine  Kornzweig, 
Joyce  Braunstein,  Judy  Segal. 

Earlier  in  the  term  we  had  another 
proud  moment  when  the  judges  of  the 
city  wide  sponsored  essay  contest  (JEC) 
awarded  special  commendation  to  the 
essays  submitted  by  Ellen  Godwin,  Fran¬ 
cine  Kornzweig  and  Nina  Solomon  and 
selected  the  one  written  by  Joyce  Braun¬ 
stein  as  one  of  the  most  outstanding  re¬ 


ceived.  Most  of  these  young  people  are 
preparing  themselves  for  confirmation 
at  the  end  of  this  term  and  are  looking 
forward  to  that  occasion  with  eagerness.

Sisterhood  Speaks

Mrs.  Jesse  Haas,  chairman  of  the 
Torah  Scholarship  Fund  of  the  Syna¬ 
gogue,  has  announced  that  circulars 
have  been  mailed  to  the  Sisterhood  mem¬ 
bers  asking  for  checks  in  multiples  of 
$6.11,  which  sum  represents  the  total 
word  value  of  the  word  Torah. 

The  money  thus  raised  will  be  sent  to 
the  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  to  be 
used  for  the  scholarship  needs  of  the 
students  at  the  Seminary,  where  one  of 
the  most  impressive  ceremonies,  the 
installation  of  Rabbi  Simon  Greenberg 
as  provost,  took  place  Sunday,  March 
30.  The  ceremony  began  with  a  pro¬ 
cession  of  the  faculty,  many  wearing 
richly  colored  hoods  indicating  doctor¬ 
ates  from  different  universities. 

Rabbi  Greenberg  is  a  graduate  of  the 
Seminary,  a  member  of  the  faculty  and 
has  a  doctorate  degree  from  Dropsie 
College.  He  has  been  the  rabbi  of  a 
Philadelphia  congregation  for  21  years. 
He  presented  a  vigorous  and  progressive 
program,  stating  that,  contrary  to  pop¬ 
ular  opinion,  the  Seminary  is  not  a 
place  in  which  to  retreat  from  life.  He 
decries  the  man  who  makes  his  love  of 
Israel  a  dream. 

Professor  Greenberg  advised  Jews  to 
strive  for  integration  of  all  the  varied 
aspects  of  Jewish  life.  To  serve  this 
purpose  the  Seminary  is  establishing  a 
University  of  Judaism.  Jewish  leaders 
in  many  fields  are  enthusiastic  and  will 
lend  their  talents  to  the  fulfillment  of 
this  dream.  Of  special  importance  is  the 
fact  that  they  come  from  dissenting 
Jewish  groups  yet  they  are  willing  to 
work  in  the  aegis  of  the  Seminary  for 
the  furtherance  of  Israel  as  a  whole. 

Dr.  Greenberg  observed  that  one  third 
of  our  people  has  been  lost  to  Israel 
and  urged  that  the  remaining  Jews  close 
ranks  and  work  three  times  as  hard  so 
that  this  sacrifice  will  be  consecrated  to 
the  commonweal. 

Rabbi  Greenberg  calls  for  all  our  peo¬ 
ple  to  act  in  their  traditional  role  as 
a  liaison  people. 

The  next  and  final  Sisterhood  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  year  will  take  place  on  Tues¬ 
day,  May  20th  at  1:30  o'clock.  This 
promises  to  be  a  very  interesting  closing 
event  with  installation  of  officers,  an¬ 
nual  reports  and  a  musical  program. 
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Letter  From  Palestine 

In  this  issue  we  are  pleased  to  print 
an  eyewitness  account  of  an  incident 
which  received  much  attention  from  the 
press.  One  of  the  many  ships  bringing 
“ illegal ”  immigrants  to  Palestine  was 
beached  near  the  Kibbutz  in  which  Tova 
now  resides.  Her  letter  describes  the  at¬ 
titudes  and  reactions  of  the  others  in  the 
Kibbutz  in  a  manner  we  do  not  often 
have  the  opportunity  of  knowing.  This 
account  was  part  of  another  letter  re¬ 
ceived  from  Miss  Tova  Pil,  ivho  was 
associated  with  this  Congregation  be¬ 
fore  her  departure  for  Palestine. 

‘‘As  I  wrote  you  the  other  day,  on 
Wednesday,  we,  in  this  section  of  the 
country  were  notified  that  a  ship  carry¬ 
ing  refugees  from  Europe  had  gone 
aground  near  Gaza.  Within  ten  minutes 
about  forty  of  our  men  had  dropped 
their  working  tools,  some  of  them  had 
grabbed  sticks,  and  they  were  off  in  our 
truck  to  aid  the  mapilim.  They  were 
dressed  in  their  working  clothes,  and 
from  what  I  heard  later,  there  was 
little,  if  anything,  to  distinguish  them 
from  the  mapilim.  Chaim,  the  tractorist, 
hopped  on  board  with  his  slippers  on, 
just  the  way  he  was  dressed  as  he  heard 
the  news  and  had  come  running  out  of 
his  room.  Martin  came  running  up  to 
the  road  a  few  minutes  too  late,  and  I 
have  never  seen  anyone  so  disappointed. 

“All  day  long  our  men  and  men  from 
surrounding  settlements  aided  in  rescu¬ 
ing  the  mapilim.  Some  men  boarded 
the  ship,  others  waded  into  the  icy  water 
and  helped  pull  the  refugees  ashore  by- 
means  of  ropes  operating  on  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  a  pulley.  It  is  estimated  that 
about  25  percent  of  the  refugees  es¬ 
caped.  As  the  whole  operation  took 
place  in  the  vicinity  of  the  British  camp, 
however,  the  others  and  the  men  who 
came  to  the  rescue  were  easily  rounded 
up.  They  spent  the  night  in  prison — 
all  of  them  receiving  only  tea  and  hard 
crackers  to  eat  and  having  to  sleep  on 
the  floor,  many  without  blankets.  The 
next  day  screening  and  questioning  be¬ 
gan.  It  was  a  difficult  p.ocess,  as  the 
men  refused  to  identify  themselves  in 
order  to  shield  the  refugees  among  them. 
By  the  evening  however,  a  few  men  were 
released,  among  them  several  men  from 
our  kibbutz.  It  was  a  thrilling  moment 
when  they  walked  into  the  dining  hall 
at  9:30  during  a  general  meeting  of  the 
clievra.  They  were  dirty,  tired  and  hun-

gry.  Immediately,  all  the  food  that  could 
be  rounded  up  was  served  to  them,  while 
we  showered  them  with  questions.  They 
told  of  the  treatment  they  had  received. 
They  said  the  British  soldiers  had  acted 
fairly  decently  toward  them,  even  apol¬ 
ogizing  when  they  had  only  a  dirty 
glass  to  offer  one  woman  from  which 
to  drink. 

“We  in  the  kibbutz  were  waiting  ex-  , 
pectantly  for  the  rest  of  our  men  to  re¬ 
turn.  The  next  day,  just  as  the  second 
gong  had  sounded,  announcing  that  the 
Sabbath  was  fifteen  minutes  away,  word 
passed  through  the  kibbutz  that  they 
were  coming  on  foot  up  the  road.  The 
children  rushed  out  to  look  for  their 
fathers  and  the  women  stood  by,  waiting 
impatiently.  Only  a  few  more  came  this 
time — dirtier,  hungrier,  and  more  tired 
than  those  who  had  come  the  previous 
day. 

“On  the  road  to  Haifa  the  Palestinians 
had  written,  “We  are  going  to  Cyprus 
with  you.”  And  sure  enough  they  did 
— the  rest  of  our  men,  the  majority  of 
them  who  had  gone  to  the  aid  of  the 
stricken  ship,  some  of  the  most  import¬ 
ant  men  in  the  kibbutz,  had  gone  along 
to  try  to  prove  to  the  British  how  futile

took  part  in  the  reopening  services  of 
the  Grand  Synagogue  in  Rome. 

The  work  of  the  Joint  Distribution 
Committee  is  contrasted  with  that  of  the 
soldiers  of  the  Palestine  Brigade,  who 
brought  food  and  clothing  to  the  long- 
suffering  and  agonized  people  after  lib¬ 
eration,  as  well  as  a  reorganization  of 
community  activities,  rather  than  dol¬ 
lar  bills  which  cannot  be  eaten  nor  used 
to  cover  nakedness.  Rabbi  Kertzer  places 
the  responsibility  for  the  lack  of  co¬ 
ordination  between  the  American  chap¬ 
lains  and  the  relief  organizations  with 
the  War  Department  and  the  agencies 
themselves.  However,  he  cites  examples 
of  how  chaplains,  despite  army  regula¬ 
tions,  went  beyond  official  authority  and 
power  to  aid  the  underground  forces 
with  whom  they  came  in  contact. 

Rabbi  Kertzer  displays  in  his  work  a 
discerning,  analytic  mind,  coupled  with 
a  sense  of  warmth  and  understanding 
brought  out  in  his  freely  flowing  style 
and  his  liberal  use  of  Hebrew  and  Yid¬ 
dish  expressions  which  are  familiar  to 
us  all.  — T.G.  and  H.W.
